"Mr. Gladstone's grand speech proposing to 
give the Speaker powers to close a debate 
when the Government shall declare any measure or 
motion * urgent?' was deservedly praised by Sir 
Stafford Northcote. There was, unmistakably, а 
personal reason for this marked commendation from 
a political opponent of the Prime Minister. Тһе 
Leader of the Opposition had been a witness of the 
unexampled affronts offered to Mr. Gladstone, and 
of the admirable self-command shown by the Premier 
when subjected to contemptible discourtesy such as 
might be expected from rebellious schoolboys, but 
never from men returned to Parliament as the 
champions of Home Rule—which, like Charity, 
should begin with themselves. Sir Stafford North- 
cote, therefore, did but offer the tribute due to Mr. 
Gladstone for the magnificent address, which, 
couched in a lofty and absolutely unselfish tone, 
nobly vindicated the dignity of the greatest legis- 
lative chamber in the world. Every eloquent word 
uttered with the earnestness which is part of his 
nature, Mr. Gladstone gave emphasis to the closing 
passages with abundant action, and energetically 
brought his hand down on the despatch-box to point 
the final sentences :— 


I now close this address in making the most earnest 
appeal that it is possible for a man or a Minister to make 
Nearly half a century in this house—(much. cheering)— 
cannot leave me indifferent to its honour, Personally, my 
prospective concern in this arrangement is small.. My 
lease is all but run out; but there are those here who for 
years, and even for generations, will live, as I hope, to 
render honourable and splendid service to their country. 
The House of Commons has never since the first day of its 
desperate struggle for existence stood in a more serious 
crisis—in a crisis of character and honour, not of external 
security, but of character and honour, which are 
its essence (Cheers). Asyou value theduties committed to 
you, as you value the traditions you have received, as you 
estimate highly the interests of this vast empire, not too 
nicely and microscopically discuss this or that secondary 
improvement, upon which we might differ for ever, but 
without delay (cheers), without hesitation, after the 
challenges which have been addressed to you, after what 
you have suffered to-night, rally to the performance of a 
greát publie duty, and determine that you will continue to 
be, as you have been, the mainstay of the power and glory 
of your country, and that you will not degenerate into the 
laughing-stock of the world (Loud and continued cheering).

The arrest of Michael Davitt that day in Dublin 


was the avowed cause of the action which brought 
about the temporary self-extinguishment of these 
hare-brained “ Home Rulers." I can well under- 
stand the dismay of the Land Leaguers. Davitt 
was their head-centre, and, undoubtedly, a man of 
commanding ability. Не was chief organiser of the 
Land League, which, if it occasioned terror among 
Irish landlords and tenants, enormously lessened the 
numbers of evictions towards the close of 1880, it is 
but just to mention. Convicted as a Fenian dealer 
in fire-arms in 1870, mainly on the evidence of the 
informer Corydon, Davitt was sentenced to penal 
servitude, but released on a ticket-of-leave a few 
years ago. Undeterred by prosecution for seditious 
speech, under Lord Beaconsfield’s Administration, 
Davitt has latterly put less and less restraint on his 
public utterances, which reached such an inflam- 
matory point on Sunday week as to fully justify the 
Home Secretary’s suspension of his ticket-of-leave. 
Incarcerated in Portland Prison (though not asso- 
ciating with the ordinary convicts, nor subjected to 
the harsh routine of hard labour), Davitt has now 
leisure to repent his indiscretion, which, mischievous 
though it has proved to be, yet has this to excuse it, 
that it may have been caused by an intense sympathy 
with his own class in Ireland.

The funds of the Irish Land League, said to 
amount to £60,000, have been invested in Paris. 
But how can it be drawn out now Davitt, 
the principal trustee, is in prison? It may 
not be generaly known that the members of 
Parliament belonging to the League are entitled to 
£10 а week—an honorarium which they have cer- 
tainly zealously, if wrongheadedly, sought to earn 
by obstruction in the House of Commons.

Earl Granville gave some interesting particulars 
with regard to the letters; and the Duke of Argyll 
retorted upon Lord Lytton by some references to the 
preliminary steps which were taken by the noble 
Earl to bring on the war with Shere Ali. 

In the House of Commons on Monday the Marquis 
of Hartington reiterated that it was the intention of 
the Government to withdraw the troops from 
Candahar at the earliest practicable date. The 
noble Marquis regarded without alarm the approach- 
ing occupation of the Akhal territory by the 
Russians, and repeated that the Russian Govern- 
ment had repudiated any intention of occupying 
Merv. The Home Secretary gave some details as 
to the treatment to which Michael Davitt will 
be subjected whilst in prison. The greatest pos- 
sible care is to be taken of him. Mr. Gladstone 
announced that the Land Bill will be introduced 
before the Easter holidays come on. The debate on 
the second reading of the Coercion Bill was resumed 
by Sir R. Blennerhassett. The hon. member was 
followed by Mr. Stansfeld, who, reluctantly support- 
ing the bill expressed his confidence in the 
thoroughness of the Land Bill which the Govern- 
ment intended to bring in. On Tuesday, Mr. 
Joseph Cowen once more exhibited his enmity to the 
Gladstone Government by opposing Coercion tooth 
and nail. 


It is believed that the Government will introduce 
the Irish Land Bill as soon as the Protection of 
Person and Property Bill is through Committee. 

Mr. Fawcett is about to propose a parcel post at 
uniform rates, regardless of distance.

Thomas Carlyle died last Saturday morning at his 
house in Cheyne-row, Chelsea, where for some days 
he had been lying in a state of hopeless prostration. 
The great thinker and historian was iu his eighty- 
sixth year, having been born in 1795, at the village of 
Ecclefechan, Dumfriesshire. A portrait and memoir 
appear on another page. 


The threatened war with the kingdom of Ashantee 
was referred to in both Houses of Parliament last 
Monday evening. The Colonial Secretary read а 
telegram from the Lieutenant-Governor at Cape 
Coast Castle, in which the mission from Coomassie 
is described. The King, it appears, sent one of the 
chiefs who signed the Wolseley Treaty to demand 
the surrender of a fugitive in direct violation of that 
treaty. The ambassador carried King Coffee’s 
golden axe, and it is understood that if а demand 
таде by an envoy so accompanied is refused war is 
inevitable. 'The Lieutenant-Governor was advised 
by all the merchants on the coast that war was 
imminent, and he had drawn his forces together to 
proteot the colony. The Government have taken 
immediate steps to strengthen the local forces. 

Sir Hercules Robinson forwards to the Colonial 
Office adespatch from Sir Owen Lanyon, at Pretoria, 
in which the Boers are accused of having violated 
the usages of war by firing on flags of truce in ап 
extremely treacherous manner. Sir Owen also states 
that numbers of natives have been ‘ wantonly 
murdered ” by the Boers. 

Mr. Sprigg telegraphs from Capetown that the 
rebel chiefs in Basutoland аге suing Тог peace. They 
have been informed that if they will lay down their 
arms they will be treated not only with justice but 
also generosity. 


In the Army Estimates, which were issued on 
Monday, provision is made for 133,210 men on the 
home and colonial establishments, exclusive of 
India, which shows an increase of 1351 men. The 
total sum required is a little over sixteen millions, an 
increase of £122,200, but this includes a supple- 
mentary estimate of £586,500 for excess expenditure 
for the Transvaal for the present year, against a 
supplementary estimate last year under the same 
head of £446,000. There isa considerable increase 
inthe amount required for non-effective purposes. 
The total sum required will be reduced by esti- 
mated Exchequer entire receipts to £15,545,500. The 
total for non-effective service is more than three 
millions, i 

A supplementary Naval Estimate was issued on 


Monday, amounting to £74,000, chiefly for trans- 
ports, conveyance of troops, coals, and freight of 
stores. 


The Mayor of Brighton and Mr. Knight (manager 
of the Brighton Railway) assure the Easter Monday 
Review Committee that Brighton would be glad 
once more to welcome the Volunteers, but thought 
there might be more difficulties, owing to Easter 
Monday falling late in the season—April 18. 


The visit of Mr. Goschen to the German Empero 
is regarded iu Berlin, it is intimated, “аз а sign o 
an assured general pence.” ‘The Greek Government 
has ordered sixty Whitehead torpedoes, and arm: 
are being bought at Trieste. 

The French Chamber was occupied от Monday 
with a further debate on the Bill for the Establish- 
ment of Divorce. After some discussion, the сбобита 
was adopted by 254 to 211, and the House proceeded 
with the clauses of the bill. 

Speaking in the Chamber, the Greek Premier is 
reported to have stated that it was necessary foi 
Greece, following the advice of the Powers, to avoid 
precipitate action. 

General Skobeleff has reported that, after the 
forces under his command had oeeupied Alsabad, 
the Tekkes made their full subinission, and that he 
considers the campaign to be now ended. 


From all parts of the United Kingdom telegrams 
have been received showing that there was at the 
beginning of the week a heavy fall of snow, accom = 
panied in some districts by a severe gale. At an 
early hour on Monday morning the ponds in tho 
suburbs of London, апа the more exposed waters of 
the metropolitan parks, were frozen over, though 
the ice was only about the sixteenth of an iuch 
thick. At two in the morning there had been n 
steady breeze blowing due north. The thermometer 
stood at 27 degrees. At daybreak the sky became 
overcast, and the wind soon afterwards shifted 
to the south-south-west, the barometer standing 
as 29.65. At ten o’clock the thermometer registered 
88 deg., and the wind was due south and squally. 
Snow fell at intervals, and at noon the Surrey hills 
were covered with snow. In the metropolis, how- 
ever, it melted as it fell, and the streets iu the after- 
noon were ankle deep in mud. ‘The ice which has 
formed on the waters of the parks disappeared as 
rapidly as it had frozen on the previous night. Last 
Monday evening the wind was boisterous, accom- 
panied by sleet, rain, and snow, but at night the 
weather improved. 

Several wrecks occurred, again showing the publie 
usefulness of the life-boats. Information has been 
received of the total loss of the Liverpool steam-ship 
Bohemian in Dunlough Bay, off the Mizen Head, on 
the extreme south-west coast of Ireland. "ће vessel 
was bound from Boston to Liverpool with а geucral 
cargo, and having on board several head of cattle. 
The crew and passengers, the latter of whom мее 
cattle drovers, numbered fifty-four, but of these the 
aes oflicer and twenty seamen only have been 
saved. 


A terrible explosion occurred on Monday morning 
at the Whittield Colliery of the Chatterley Coal and 
Iron Company, near Burslem. Seventeen men and 
boys were killed, and three or four other persons 
sustained serious injuries. ‘The disaster is said to 
have originated with some coal dust becoming ignited. 


A Paris correspondent tells the story of two 
aristocratic Spanish ladies, the Countess Multedo 
and Senorita Penedo, who, returning from Queen 
Isabella’s last soirée, had a narrow escape of being 
suffocated by the ioverpowering odour of the natural 
flowers with which their ball dresses and hair were 
profusely ornamented. For some time they chatted 
gaily, till at length one lady became sient, and 
then the other.. Count Multedo became alarmed 
when he could obtain no response from either, and 
as he felt himself ** going? he stopped the carriage 
and opened the windows.’ Under the intluence of 
the fresh air the ladies soon revived. То ‘die ofa 
rose in aromatic pain " may be a very poetic method 
of shaking off this mortal coil, but it is not a desir- 
able finale to a pleasant evening.

PICTORIAL CHRONICLE OF THE 
BOER WAR. 


We have ampler intelligence of the first serious 
battle of the War—intelligence strongly demon- 
strating the fact that Sir George Colley’s handfull 
of Britishers fought with native valour and wonted 
intrepidity against an almost impregnable position, 
occupied by vastly superior numbers of the enemy. 
After this first check in the sanguinary game of 
chess General Colley is playing against the Boer 
leaders of the Transvaal—a set of rapacious, slave- 
holding Dutchmen, whom some eccentric public men 
in England appear to admire at the expense of our 
gallant countrymen sent to their long account 
last December by the treacherous shots of these 
Boers — after this undoubtedly grave engage- 
ment at Lang’s Neck, the British Commander 
prudently retired, and encamped his sturdy little 


band of Redcoats and Bluejackets so securely 
as seemingly to repel any notion the Boers may 
have had of hurling their hosts against the camp. 
Our Illustration of an encampment in the Transvaal 
doubtless gives a fair idea of the camp in which 
Jack and Tommy Atkins stand shoulder to shoulder, 
ready to pour streams of lead from their Gatlings 
and rifles upon any of the Boers rash enough to 
attack them. 


Reverting to the fight, which has cost us dearly, 


COLLEY’S REVERSE AT LANG’S 
NECK, 


we proceed to print the fresh and important details 
of the encounter of Friday, Jan. 28. Weare indebted 
to the Durban correspondent of the Times for the 
subjoined particulars :— 

SIR GEORGE P. COLLEY 


was aware of the great strength of the Boer position, 
Major Poole having reconnoitred it at night. The 
artillery on the right advance shelled the camp for 
three quarters of an hour, the Boers not firing. It

Immediately his horse was shot under him, and he 
fell. Springing to his feet, he reassured his men by 
shouting, 

“Таш all right.” 

The words were hardly uttered when he fell, 
mortally wóunded. [A memoir of the lamented 
officer was given in our last week's PICTORIAL 
CHRONICLE OF THE BoER War. We now add а 
portrait of the gallant Colonel.] 

Major Hingeston, who, with the other officers, had 
kept in the front, cheering the men on their des- 
perate task, then took command, and ordered the 
men to fix bayonets. He was instantly shot down. 
and has since died. The Boers at this time kept well 
in their trenches. Our men were lying on the ground, 
taking a shot whenever an opponent was seen, but 
when they uprose to charge the fire poured in upon 
them is described by all as terrible. Before the 
final charge our men were lying down within tweuty 
yards of the trenches, but their fire was necessarily 
less destructive. Here Major Poole and Lieutenant 
Dolphin were killed, their bodies being found lying 
well іп front of the men. Captain Lovegrove was 
seriously wounded, while nearly all the non-com- 
missioned officers were killed or seriously wounded.

KING COFFEE ON THE WAR 
PATH AGAIN. 


The name of King Coffee Calcalli, the warlike 


barbarian of the Gold Coast, is again unpleasantly 


prominent. We had not heard of the King of 
Ashantee for some time. After the Ashantee 
Campaign (which only cost England £900,000) had 
been closed by the burning of Coomassie, and the 
King's palace therein, on Feb. 2, 1874, 
Coffee concluded with Sir Garnet Wolseley a peace, 
the principal terms of which were the granting of an 
indemnity of 50,0000z. of gold, renunciation of 
supremacy over the Adansi 
guarantee of free trade, and prohibition of human

KING COFFEE'S THREAT. 


А cabletelegram received in Liverpoolon Saturday 
last confirmed the announcement that King Coffee 
had threatened to make war upon the British settle- 
ment at Cape Coast Castle, the causeof his hostility 
being the refusal of the Governor of the colony to 
give up a refugee native chief named Gamin who 
had taken shelter at Cape Coast Castle. 

Fighting was reported to be proceeding between 
the Ashantee and Adansi tribes. 


BRITISH PREPARATIONS. 


Owing to the prompt measures taken by the 
Governor of the threatened colony to apprise the 
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Home Government, and also the neighbouring 
colony and Sierra Leone—the head-quarters of the 
British forces on the West Coast of Africa—there is 
little probability of King Coffee being able to take 
Cape Coast by surprise. 

A body of 250 men of the 2nd West Indian 
Regiment, whose gallantry in the late Ashantee war 
was often conspicuously proved, was placed on 
board the Cameroon, another mail steamer of the 
British and African Company, and Gispatched to 
Cape Coast Castle, where the steamer would 
probably arrive on the 2nd inst. These forces will 
co-operate with the native Houssas in repelling any 
attack. 

15 is reported that at a Council held in London 
last Saturday, Mr. Childers and the chiefs of the 
War Department present, the threatened hostilities 
were discussed, and it was arranged to take pre- 
cautions in the meantime to protect British interests 
and property on the coast pending any necessity for 
subsequent and more serious operations should the 
King attempt to put his threat in force. 


APPREHENSION OF MR. 


DAVITT. 


The apprehension in Dublin on Thursday week of 
Mr. Michael Davitt, the life and soul of the Irish 
Land League, was fraught with consequences which 
are typified in our central pages by one of the 
cleverest Graughtsmen of the day. It threw the 
Home-Rule followers of Mr. Davitt in Parliament 
into such a ferment that they abandoned themselves 
to a frantic ebullition of childish disorder and 
petulancee that caused the House to suspend Mr. 
Parnell, Mr. Biggar, and their associates. These 
painful episodes, and the fine speech which Mr. 
Gladstone afterwards delivered, are briefly referred 
to in our London Letter by one who witnessed the 
occurrences and heard the Prime Minister's admir- 
able address. Here we may devote our attention to 
the man whose arrest was the direct cause of these 
proceedings. 
$ MICHAEL DAVITT 


was arrested about two o'clock on Thursday after- 
noon, Feb. 3, while crossing Carlisle-bridge, Dublin, 
incompany with Messrs. Brennan and Harris, of the 
Land League. Detective-oflicer Sheridan informed 

' Davitt that Chief Superintendent Mallon wished to 
seo him at the Detective Осе, at the Lower Castle- 
yard. Davitt immediately took leave of his friends, 
and accompanied the officer to the Detective Depart- 
ment, where he was introduced to Chief Superin- 
tendent Williamson and Detective Swanston, of 
Scotland-yard, who informed him that his ticket-of- 
leave had been suspended, and that he must 
accompany them to London. He then gave up his 
revolver, requesting that it should be forwarded to 
Mx. Brennan, and asked that his top-coat might be 
sent to him from the League offices. A cab was 
called, and a detective, with the prisoner, drove by 
the road—nearly seven miics—straight to Kingstown, 
which was reached at 0.15. А first-class sleeping 
berth had been engaged, aud the party at once went 
on board the Connaught. 


HIS CAREER. 


| Michael Davitt is a Roman Catholic and the son 
of a tenant farmer, and was born at Straid, near 
Castlebar, in the couaty of Mayo, in the year 1848. 
His father was evicted in 1851, and the family went 
to reside in England. ‘They settled in Lancashire 
where they remained for twenty-five years. Michae 
Davitt went to work in a cotton-imill at Haslingden, 
near Manchester, at the age of nine, апа he was a 
year at that labour when his right arm got crushed 
by the mill machinery, necessitating its amputation 
at the shoulder. For five years after he attended 
the Wesleyan School at Haslingden, and at fifteen 
got employmentas assistant letter-carrier and book- 
keeper. 

Michael Davitt was arrested at the Euston station 
of the London aud North-Western Railway on 
May 14, 1870, information having reached the police 
thatan accomplice, named John Wilson, was to arrive 
ub that station by a night train from Birmingham, 
and was to be met by Davitt. Wilson had with him 
cases containing nineteen rifles, nineteen bayonets, 
aud other arms. It was subsequently discovered that 
Pavitt had had a residence in Leeds, where he repre- 
sented himself as а labouring man, and again as 
having no occupation, and later on as being a 
jotitheyman. printer, of Haslingden, near Blackburn. 
Davitt and Wilson were brought up for trial at the 
Central Criminal Court on Friday, July 15, 1870, 
their trial occupying three days, before Lord Chief 
Justice Cockburn. ‘Ihe indictment charged them, 
in effect, with having the intent to deprive her 
Majesty of her Royal State and name as Queen 
of the United Kingdom, by conspiring at 
insurrection and rebellion, by compussing an 
invasion of Ireland, of becoming members of the 
Fenian Society, and als by procuring arms and 
ammunition for exportation to Ireland. ‘The jury, 
after about twenty minutes' deliberation, found both 
prisoners guilty. On hearing the verdict, Davitt 


appealed to the Judge to increase the sentence upon 
himself in order to lessen that on Wilson. ће 
Lord Chief Justice passed sentence of fifteen years? 

E servitude on Davitt,and of seven years on 

ilson. 

Davitt underwent his imprisonment in Clerken- 
wel, Newgate, Millbank, Dartmoor, Portsmouth 
for a short time, and then Dartmoor again, till, on 
Dec. 19, 1877, after being seven years and seven 
months in prison, he was handed a ticket-of-leave 
and discharged. He then went on а lecturing tour 
through England and Scotland, speaking in London, 
Manchester, Liverpool, and Glasgow ; and on 
June 21, 1878, was examined before the Royal Com- 
missioners (of which the Earl of Kimberley was the 
president) appointed to inauire into the working of 
the Penal Servitude Acts, and the management of 
convict establishments throughout the United 
Kingdom. ‘The evidence given by him on that 
occasion fills fifteen pages of the Bluebook, and 
contains several suggestions as to the classification 
of prisoners, &c. On July 23 of last year, his 
health being in a precarious condition, he went to 
America and delivered a course of lectures through 
the States. He intended bringing back his mother and 
sisters, who had gone to America during his im- 
prisonment. However, he decided to leave them 
there a year or two longer, until ‘times would 
mend in Ireland," and he again landed in this 
country on Dec. 21 last. 

On Friday week Davitt was brought privately 
before the chief magistrate at Bow-street Police 
Court, and informed that his ticket-of-leave was 
suspended. On Saturday Davitt was removed from 
Millbank to Portland. The convict, together with a 
party of detectives and warders, left Millbank Prison 
in time to catch the quarter to six train from Water- 
loo, and arrived nt Weymouth just before twelve. 
Davitt, who was not dressed in convict uniform, 
walked with a bold, defiant air to а carriage waiting 
for him, and before two o'clock was safely incar- 
cerated in Portland Prison. Тһе greatest vigilance 
is exercised there; the sentries and guards are being 
strengthened, and the police and military have full 
instructions how to act should any emergency arise. 
Strangers who arrive on the island are carefully 
scrutinised, and no one is allowed to loiter near the 
prison without being challenged. We are glad to 
hear, however, that Davitt will be treated with 
leniency by order of the Home Secretary.

LONDON'S IRISH EPIDEMIC. 


Last Sunday afternoon an open-air demonstration 
was held in Trafalgar-square for the purpose of pro- 
testing against the Government Coercion Bill. ‘The 
meeting, which was convened by the Anti-Coercion 
Association, was mainly composed of members of the 
Radical clubsof the metropolis, representatives of each 
marching to the appointed place, preceded by bands: 
andbanners. So great was the crowd thatit filled the 
square and extended acrossthe road, blocking all traffic. 
Mr. F. W. Soutter presided, and denounced, in strong 
terms, the **sham Liberalism ” of the present Govern- 
ment. Не characterised the arrest of Davitt as on, 
act at once shabby and tyrannous, maintaining that 
it was a device intended to incite to those outrages ` 
which Mr. Forster charged against the Irish people. 
He also condemned the suspension of the Irish mem- 
bers as an attempt tostifle the voices of representatives 
of the people. Similar addresses were delivered by 
other speakers. Resolutions were passed denouncing 
the Coercion Bill, expressing sympathy with, and 
extending support to, Irish tenant farmers in the 
present struggle, and thanking those members who 
had supported Mr. Parnell’s amendment. Another 
demonstration was mentioned for next Sunday. 


Ata meeting of the Southwark Home-Rule Asso- 
ciation on Sunday evening a resolution was passed 
condemning the action of those members for Irish 
constituencies who deserted "Mr. Parnell in his 
struggle against the despotism of the Prime Minister 
and the Speaker of the House of Commons. 

On Sunday afternoon, at a public meeting held at

AT the meeting of the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
on Saturduy the report from, the Fulham Hospital 
committee was considered. Mr. Bostock moved and 
Mr. Reed seconded a resolution to approve the 
plans for the construction of two wooden huts to 
be erected in the grounds of the hospital for the 
accommodation of the nursing staff. This was 
carried unanimously.—A report from the hospital 
committee showed that a great pressure had 
been experienced during the past fortnight in the 
smallpox hospitals, the Stockwell and the Fulham 
hospitals having all their beds occupied.

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BURGLARY AT LORD 
HARBERTON’S. 


Waar with frequent burglaries—and the pre- 
valence of truculent looking strangers in our leading 
thoroughfares—a Londoner’s lot is not a happy one. 

About nine o’clocklast Saturday evening a burglar 
was found inthe upper part of No. 119, Cromwell- 
road, South Kensington, occupied by Viscount 
Harberton. The man had obtained access through 
the roof, upon which he had got from the adjoining 
unoccupied house. Hearing some one descending 
the stairs, the cook advanced and confronted the 
strange man, saying, 

6 Who are you, and what do you want ??? 
The stranger replied, **I have come to see one of the 
servants," "The cook demanded which servant he 
wanted, and he, stating that he wanted “ the upper 
housemaid," proceeded to the door and opened it. 
‘The cook followed him, and called ** Police," where- 
upon the burglar said, 

* 171 shoot you," 
at the same time pulling a revolver from his pocket 
and firing. As the bullet missed her and struck the 
house the cook followed the man into the rond. Пе- 
tective Howroyd on hearing the pistol-shot rushed to 
the spot and grappled with the burglar. - A desperate 
struggle ensued, during which the burglar fired his 
revolver three times, the last shot taking effect in the 
policeman’s side and disabling him. A postman, who 
then appeared upon the scene, endeavoured to stop 
the fellow, who again fired his revolver, the bullet 
lodging in the postman’s side. At that moment 
Poiice-Constable Cooper, 460, of the Т division, came 
up, aud tried to intercept the offender, who pulled 
out a second six -chamber from his pocket and fired at 
the constable. The bullet fortunately missed him, 
and the burglar ran off. "Тһе constable started in 
pursuit, being joined by other policemen, who had 
then arrived. Passing through Courttield-gardens 
into Harrington-road, the burglar endeavoured to 
escape from his pursuers by running across a plank 
into some housesin course of erection, ‘Though still 
followed by the constables the fellow thus escaped. 
He was seen about half-past nine to take a cab in 
Bina-gardens, South Kensington, near the Drayton 
Arms, Attempts had been made to break into two 
other, housesin the same neighbourhood shortly before 
the burglar was ‘discovered.

Grant admits that the 
names given to the Leith police are assumed, and has 
asserted that he will make a full confession of some 
serious crime or other which he or the pair of them 
have committed either in this country since they 
landed or in Australia. 


A HUSBAND'S REVENGE. 


At the Leeds Assizes last Saturday Thomas 
Beckett was tried for the murder of his wife at 
Walton, near Wakefield, in December last. The 
deceased was on terms of improper intimacy with 
another man, and the prisoner, in a fit of jealousy, 
cut her throat and then his own. ‘The prisoner was 
found guilty of manslaughter; and Mr. Justice 
Manisty, after expressing his concurrence with the 
verdiet, and remarking on the provocation the 
prisoner had received, passed a nominal sentence, the 
effect of which was that Beckett was discharged. 


AT THE LIVERPOOL ASSIZES 


on Monday a sentence of five years! penal servitude 
was passed on two men who had by forgery and 
fraud obtained from a life assurance company a sum 
of about £150, to which another person was entitled ; 
and one of twelve months’ imprisonment on a Wigan 
ironworker whose infant daughter was killed by а 
blow from a poker which the prisoner һай hurled at 
his wife.

Тномав CARLYLE died at half-past eight last 
Saturday morning, Feb. 5, at his well-known re- 
sidence in Cheyne-walk, Chelsea, aged eighty-five. 
А fellow-countryman of the illustrious author here 
reproduces his familiar features from a photograph 
taken several years ago by Mr. Charles Watkins. 


CARLYLE'S BIRTHPLACE 


was Ecclefechan, an insignificant Dumfriesshire 
village, in the parish of Hoddam, known by n:une at 
least to readers of Burns, and memorable for an alc- 
house which was loved only too well by the poet. 
There Carlyle was born on Dec. 4, 1795. He was the 
eldest son of a family of eight children. His brothers 
were all men of character and ability. One of them, 
Dr. John Carlyle, was destined to make a name in 
literature as the translator of Dante. Mr. Carlyle’s 
father, James Carlyle, was the son of ‘Thomas 
Carlyle, tenant of Brown-Knowes, a small farm in 
Annandale, and of Margaret Aitken. At the time 
of his eldest son’s birth James Carlyle was a stone- 
mason, and resided in Ecclefechan; but he became

For some time after leaving Kirkcaldy, and until 
а year or two before his marriage, he acted as tutor 
to the brilliant and amiable Charles Buller, teaching 
him, if not then, at least afterwards, some other 
things besides mathematics.

“THE FRENCH

lt would have been 
published sooner but 
for the famous disaster 
which befell the manu- 
script ой the first 
volume. The author 
had 102% it to Mr. John 
Stuart Mill; the latter 
handed it to Mrs. 
Taylor, his future wife. 
What became of it was 
never exactly known. 
Mrs. Taylor left the 
manuscript for some 
days on her writing- 
table; when wanted it could nowhere be found ; and 
the most probable explanation of its disappearance 
was the suggestion thats servant had used the manu- 
script to light the fire. Carlyle at once set to work 
to reproduce from his notes the lost volume; he 
swiftly fiuished his task. “Тһе French Revolu- 
tion” тая followed by ** Chartism,”’ ** Oliver Crom- 
well" жа his last great work was the ** History of 
Frederick the Great." Thomas Carlyle was one of 
the great ren who supported Mr. Gladstone in con- 
demning the Turk and all his ways. Тһе great 
writer haz died full of years; and the State which he 
enriched should insist that his remains should be 
interred in Westminster Abbey. But, maybe, Car- 
lyle himself would have preferred to rest in Had- 
dington Cathedral, by the side of his wife, whose 

epitaph he wrote :— 


In her bright existence she had more sorrows than are 
common, but also a soft invincibility, а capacity of discern- 
ment, and а noble loyalty of heart which are rare.
